AT WILMINGTON. 


SIX HEAVILY LOADED VESSELS 
ARE WELCOMED. 


Lumber Schooners Discharge Their 
Cargoes at New Docks After Pass- 
ing Through Channel! Just Com- 
the Bannings—First 
Twenty-five Years. 


WILMINGTON, Feb. 1¢.—It is evi- 
dent that a new era has dawned upon 
Wilmington, and the mud fiats and 
salt-graas plains of the water front 
are to be converted into an industrial 
district. Back of it will be a wide 
stretch of tergitory in a gracefully as- 
cending plateau which is to be crowded 
with homes of the prosperous. Yes- 
terday and today are red-letter ones 
in the history of this city. Six heavily 
loaded lumber schooners pushed their 
Way through the entrance channel of 
the inner harbor and up through the 
navigable channels, just completed by 
the Banning and Consolidated Lumber 
companies, anchored at the docks of 
the Consolidated and Pactiic lumber 
companies and discharged their car- 
goes. 

The schooner Lakme arrived yester- 
sf from Eureka with a cargo of 

000 feet of humber for the Consoli- 
anid, mill, which she is discharging. 
A pane of the cargo was left at San 


hoset following came the schooners 
Dispatch, Alcatraz, Helen P. Drew and 
Temple E. Dore, with cargoes averag- 
ing nearly 500,000 feet, from thé North. 
They tied up at the Pacific Lumber 
Company's wharf. Ovin to the 
splendid facilities for unloading by the 
monorail system now in operation, 
these vessels quickly discharged their 
loads. Today another schooner came 
in and tied up at the docks, so that 
with the four which are now lying 
alongside the wharves Wiimington has 
its forest of masts. This ts the first 
time for twenty-five years that such a 
sight bas occurred on the Wilmington 
water front.
